But that’s water over the dam, 
so the next thing is to make plans 
to get rid of the condition. 
The first requisite is two hours 
of time to yourself; the balance, a 
mild soap, lots of hot water, a 
beaten egg white, a sterile needle, 
and a mild astringent lotion. 
Start by removing make-up with 
a cleansing cream. 
Then, wash 
face with warm water and gently 
massage with a mild 
soap lather 
until the skin glows. Rinse, and 
apply soap massage again. 
Rinse 
off soap and steam the face with 
hot wet bath towel for at least ten 
minutes. Pat dry and apply a film 
of egg white beaten without wa­ 
ter. Lie down while this egg pack 
dries, then pat a second film over 
the dried one and let it dry. (Relax 
and sleep while it Aries). Your face 
will feel and look like a mummy, 
but it is this tightening of the skin 
that gently draws out the excess 
material in the clogged pores. Pat 
off the egg mask with tepid water, 
apply a bit of feeding cream, and, 
using tips of 
fingers attempt to 
force out the ripest of the clogged 
pores. 
DO NOT SQUEEZE.. 
If 
the material refuses to come out 
with gentle 
ministration, 
let it 
alone, it will come out with the 
next treatment. Pores that have a 
tiny "head" should be carefully op­ 
ened with a sterilized needle (make 
it red hot in a match flame to ster­ 
ilize). Have a piece of cotton dip­ 
ped in toilet water to wipe over 
the opened pore immediately. Ap­ 
ply an astringent lotion and light 
make-up. 
The treatment can be 
used twice a week, but don’t be 
come discouraged 
if it takes 
months to lose all black or white 
heads.

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AFRAID OF AN IMPARTIAL TRIAL 


The National Labor Relations Board with­

PUBLIC AWARENESS 


Public awareness of the need for safe driv­ 
ing was given by the National Safety Coun­ 
cil as the probable reason for the marked 
decline in traffic fatalities that has occurred 
since November 1937. 
The Council gives 
the press of the nation a large measure of 
credit for creating this “awareness.” 
Newspapers and magazines have joined 
whole-heartedly in the efforts of the public 
safety agencies and organizations such as the 
American Legion, Elks and Parent-Teacher 
groups, to cut down highway slaughter. Tales 
of gore and horror, of mangled bodies and 
broken homes have confronted the poten­ 
tial drunken and reckless driver at every 
turn. Apparently these “messages from the 
dead” have had the desired effect. In addi-1 
tion to this form of “education,” automobiles 
and highways have been made safer from 
an engineering standpoint; better laws have 
been adopted and enforcement has been 
more rigid. 
If the present downward trend of auto­ 
mobile fatalities continues, those who have 
died in automobile accidents will not have 
died entirely in vain. Their sacrifice will 
have served toward putting an end to need­ 
less slaughter of human life on the highway. 
But, in the months and years to come, there 
must be no relenting, no let-up in the drive 
to make our highways safe. The automobile 
must be “broken,” as a domesticated ani­ 
mal, and made to serve man—not destroy 
him.

FISHERMEN PROTEST 


The disciples of Izaak Walton in Orange 
county are up in arms, and justly so. 
Efforts of organizations to get a voice in 
Sacramento have proved fruitless and now 
the fishermen themselves are taking their 
grievances to Sacramento. 
They demand 
protection of the sport fishing industry in 
Southern California, especially off the Or­ 
ange county coast. They seek measures to 
regulate purse seiners. 
Each year these purse seiners come into 
Orange county waters and seine for sardines. 
Millions of these little fish are taken out, 
thus destroying the food for game fish. 
Under present conditions it won’t be long 
until fishing is ruined in these waters. 
The Izaak Walton league, a numerically 
strong group of fishermen in Orange county, 
and various rod and reel clubs have banded 
together to carry the fight to Sacramento 
when the legislature meets next January. 
These true lovers of angling are not afraid 
of the fishing interests’ lobbyists in the state 
capital. Their grievance is well founded and 
the knowledge that they are right will give 
them a powerful weapon in their fight to 
save sport fishing in Southern California. 
Sport fishermen bring thousands upon I 
thousands of dollars into Orange county each 1 
year. Heretofore the waters off the Orange 
county coast have been the best in the 
Southland. They will continue to be just so j 
long as abundant food is available for the 
game fish.

Such would be the first result of the enact­ 
ment of “single tax” legislation now pro­ 
posed to the people of California, according 
to Lewis Foulke, president of the Common 
Property Taxpayers Association of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Foulke’s statement was made in the form 
of a warning to Orange county voters whose 
names are being solicited for initiative peti­ 
tions which seek to qualify the “single tax” 
proposal for the general election in No­ 
vember. 
Quoth.g actuarial studies prepared by the 
valuation department of the State Board of 
Equalization, Foulke revealed that within 12 j 
months of the enactment of a “single tax” I 
act the average tax rate in the state would I 
jump to more than $11 per $100. 
“This is the result which proponents of 
the ‘single tax’ fail to discuss when they pre­ 
sent their plan as a purported repeal of the 
Sales Tax,” Foulke declared. 
“They say 
nothing about the dismal failure of the ‘single 
tax’ in communities where it has been tried 
—tried with disastrous consequences. 
Nor 
do they discuss the threat of wholesale con­ 
fiscation of farms, homes and common prop­ 
erty in the ‘single tax’ idea. 
“By shifting the burden of government to 
land, the ‘single tax* would bring about such 
extortionate tax rates that propert y-owners 
would be forced to surrender their farms, 
homes and land to the state because of tax 
delinquencies. The result would be complete 
paternalism—communism, in effect—and the 
loss of private property rights. Beyond that, 
as the sources of governmental revenue dried 
up, ordinary functions of state institutions 
would be crippled.” 
Foulke appealed to voters throughout the 
county to refuse to put their names on the 
“single tax” petitions.

COMPARING ROOSEVELT WITH TOW NSEND 


There are many beliefs th at Roosevelt and Town* 
send b oth'have th at are very sim ilar, judging from 
w hat they advocate and say. 
Both of them aeeir^i 
to believe th at spending ‘and consuming will add to 
the w ealth of the world. Yet, each one contends th at 
the other’s method Is absurd. 
Both believe th at the wealth m ust be consumed by 
the person receiving paym ent* 
Roosevelt would 
give it to those who were so poor th a t they of neces­ 
sity would be obliged to spend it, while Townsend 
would give it to the aged, w hether they need it or 
not, and compel them by law' to spend It. Both hav* 
the same philosophy of spending. 
This was a philosophy advocated by M andeville 
nearly two centuries w o in his “Parable of the 
Bees” and later known as "Private Vices Publio 
Benefits." 
In this book, it was contended that 
spending by the rich and living in luxury and ease 
was necessary In order to furnish employment for 
the workers. 
Then Adam Smith came along and pointed out 
th at it was not work th at people wanted, but better 
wages and that spending for consumption, instead 
of investing in tools, instead of raising the standard 
of living of the workers, kept it down. 
Now it seems th a t this philosophy is revised by 
both Townsend and Roosevelt, 
These two men have a little different method of 
raising the money. 
Of the two, Townsend’s plan is 
probably the best. It ie a tax on consumption, while 
Roosevelt would raise his by taking the tools th at 
are being used by labor to produce additional wealth. 
This would greatly retard future production whll* 
the Townsend plan would reduce the present con­ 
sumption of those not receiving the pension. 
It is true that the transaction tax would pyramid 
and be very discrim inatory against the little busi­ 
ness m an who was obliged to buy and assemble 
rath er than produce and have few transactions. 
B ut the method of raising the tax. while im port­ 
ant, is not the Im portant part of their philosophy. 
The im portant part—th a t you can make society 
wealthy, by taking from one group and giving to 
another—is the sim ilarity between the two philoso­ 
phies. 


The Rise of Racketeering in Union

Fellow Citizens: 
Mr. Hoover was sold on the prop­ 
osition of recovery by the distribu­ 
tion of buying power through high 
wages and high commodity prices. 
He admonished employers to m ain­ 
tain pre-depression wages; and his 
adm inistration backed a price-rais­ 
ing project in agriculture with a 
half billion dollars. 
The 
Roosevelt 
adm inistration 
went far beyond Mr. Hoover. It es­ 
tablished the Triple A, and the N. 
R. A. 
It enacted tw enty-six labor 
laws, Including the W agner Labor 
Relations Act, which are intended 
to compel the payment by employ­ 
ers of wages that are fixed arb i­ 
trarily; and which may exceed the 
values produced by labor. 
In the W agner Labor act labor 
racketeers are using federal power 
for imposing wages and term s upon 
employers, th at may end in the u t­ 
ter collapse of our economic sys­ 
tem. This includes government fos­ 
tering of the closed shop, and gov­ 
ernm ent tolerance of the sitdown 
strike and boycotts as a labor wea­ 
pon of compulsion.
